Wo trust 
that tho gontieinon vvho obtained the 
charter for' the Canadian Western last 
winter will lose no time in aacortaiiiing 
whether the report is true or not, and 
if it is contirmeil, thoy ouglit, witliout 
any delay, enter into negotiations with 
the purchasers of the Manitoba and 
Northwestern to induce them to avail 
theinsclvus of tho facilities whioh their 
charter afl'orda them of oNtending their 
road to the I'aeilic shore. The road 
that leaehea I'lince Albert from the 
Kaat must e.\lend woatwaidly. Be- 
tween that town and the Kooky Moun- 
taiua ia a .splendid expanse of prairie 
laud which is waiting to opened up for 
8:ittlement. When IhiaN'orthweaternroad 
reaohea E.lmoiilon, its coiitiiuialioii to 
tho ocean Is only a niatter of thne, ami 
if Hrifish Coltimbia makes good use of 
its opportunities there will bo little 
difficulty in getting tho Northern Pacilic 
managers to adopt tlio route of the Can- 
adian Wealern Central. Then it will bo 
for the eilizen.s of Victoiia lo eon.sider 
wh.it i.s h . i ssary for them to do in the 
way of enoimi agiut; tho now transcon- 
tinental line. We are quite sure that 
when once they see a fail- proB|)eot of 
the Canadian Western being built to 
meet the .Manitoba Norl liwealorn they 
will ilo all tlmt their nieiins will justify 
lo aiil in the eonatruction of a road 
whieh u iU lie to I liem of such very great 
iiuixirtanee. They will not require aii}' 
piirsuasion to deal liberally with tho 
new rood. But it will ho well for them 
to consider the mat ter ea refully nud when 
the lime eomea for them to aet they will 
ho ready to do what is neces.aary with- 
out hesitation or delay. People live 
fast in these times, and events of inipor- 
tiinco follow each ntlirr rapidly.

Tho truth Bcenla to bo that in quiet 
country places, w hero the people are 
temiierate, the prohiliitory law works 
well ciiongli ; but in towns a eonsiiler- 
alile imirilier of wlioai! iidnibitants have 
a likinu for .strong drink,. and where a 
prohibitory law, if .ouforood, would do 
good, it ia impossible oven after thirty 
years' trial to carry it' out.
